Attendance  this  year  has  apparently  followed  the  norm  of 
reaching  sky  high  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  dwindling 
with  alarming  rapidity  as  weeks  add  up  to  quarter’s  end. 

Poor  attendance  is  not  only  a reflection  on  students  but 
also  on  every  other  member  of  our  community.  When  only  115  j 
sleepy-eyed  faculty  members  and  1857  scratching  and  coughing 
.students  can  spare  an  hour  in  exercising  lazy  mental  and 
spiritual  muscles,  it  is  time  that  the  doctor  prescribe  a rem-i 
edy  lor  the  sick  among  us. 

COMPULSORY  ATTENDANCE 

Many  universities  have  compulsory  chapel  periods  rang- 
ing from  once  a week  to  every  day.  At  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
, sity  a person’s  freedom  to  do  as  he  wishes  is  too  highly  i 
. prized.  Also  the  school  is  to  big  to  enforce  such  a rule. 

However,  if  current  attendance  trends  continue  to  hold, 
a re-evaluation  is  called  for  in  assembly  planning,  meaift  of , 
publicity  and,  especially,  a look  into  10,000  consciences  is 
needed. 

BETTER  COORDINATED 

Devotional  assembly  planning  is  probably  better  coordin- 
ated than  ever  before.  In  the  past  many  speeches  would  be 
repetitious  and  not  truly  vital  to  the  audience.  This  year  the 
most  distinguished  men  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat-  j 
ter-day  Saints  have  been  asked  to  speak  on  certain  topics  deem- 
ed appropriate  by  school  officials.

The  only  evident  solution  for  increasing  devotional  at- j 
tendance  would  be  escalators  and  stretch  periods  every  five 
minutes.  It  is  a mystery  in  other  words.

Thursday  assemblies  have  always  run  behind  Tuesday  j 
events  because  potential  goers  cannot  predict  whether  they 
will  be  entertained  or  not.

New  Car 

The  U.S.S.R.  also  has  a new  medium 
price  car,  the  Volga. 

The  other  big  change  is  new  names  for  the 
two  biggest  Russian  built  models,  the  pre-war 
Packard  design  heretofore  called  the  Zis,  and 
the  Buick  design  of  similar  vintage  names 
Zim.  * 

There  has  been  no  change  in  these  basic 
designs  in  a decade.  The  Soviet  view  of  car- 
building is  not  unlike  that  of  old  Henry  Ford 
and  his  Model  T.  Henry  ruled  that  transporta- 
tion was  more  important  than  yearly  changes 
in  the  shape  of  ashtrays.  Both  the  Zis,  which 
is  reserved  for  Kremlin  officials,  marshals,  ad- 
mirals, high  government  officials  and  public, 
figures,  and  the  Zim,  for  the  next  step  down, 
have  1940  Cadillac  dashboards. 


Names  Changed 

Zis  and  Zim  have  had  their  names  changed 
for  1958  to  Zil  and  Zig.  Zis  stood  for  Zavod 
Imenca  Stalin',  (FNS)  the  factory  in  the  name 
of  Stalin.  Zim  was  the  factory  in  the  name  of 
Molotov.  Times  change  and  so  do  some  aspects 
of  Russian  cars.  Zil,  formerly  Zis,  means  fac- 


Not  Automatic
